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A Brief Survey of the 
Coinage of Larissa 


by Kerry K. Wetterstrom 


Larissa was located on the plains of Thessaly on the 
river Peneus which fertilized Thessaly and made it the 
richest land in all of Greece. Thessaly became known 
for its abundant grain, fine horses and large cattle. 


Thessaly and its principle city, Larissa, are both rich 
in the mythology and history of the Greek people. It 
was in Thessaly that Hellen fathered the founders of 
all three supposed branches of the Greek race, Dorus, 
Autnus; cand Acolus: (it “was “after Hellen. that the 
Greeks were named Hellenes). Hellen was the brother 
or son of Deucalion, the Greek "Noah," and Thessaly 
was one time known as Pyrrhaea after Deucalion's wife 
Pyrrha. 


Larissa, also rich in myths, was named after the 
nymph of the same name who supposedly fell into the 
river Peneus while playing. The wealthy clan that 
ruled Larissa, the Aleuadae, traced their ancestry 
back to Thessalos, son of Jason (of Golden Fleece and 
Argonauts fame), through Thessalus' descendant 
Aleuas the Red. 


At the time of the withdrawal of the Persians from 
Greece in 479 BC, the Persian weight standard (de- 
rived from the Lydian) was replaced by the Aeginetan 
standard to conform with the coinage of Boeotia to the 
south. Larissa's first coinage consisted of three de- 
nominations - drachm, hemidrachm and obol - which 
were to remain the standard trio to be issued by La- 
rissa with a few later additions toward the end of their 
independant coinage. 


The first silver drachm issued circa 479-460 BC de- 
picted a horse standing left, biting its right foreleg, 
with a cicada above. The reverse showed the sandal of 
Jason and a double-axe set within an incuse square. 
The horse obverse type was replaced by heads of Jason 
and the nymph Larissa on the other two denomina- 
tions. 


The next period of coinage in Larissa, circa 460-400 
BC, shared obverse and reverse types with several oth- 
er cities of the Thessalian plain, and is one of the few 
instances in ancient coinage where both the obverse 
and reverse serve to portray a single scene. On the ob- 
verse a youth, possibly Thessalos, wearing a petasos 
wrestles a bull by the horns, and this is complimented 
by the reverse depicting the horse, from which he had 
dismounted, galloping off. This scene represented the 
sport of bull-wrestling (taurokathapsia), a national 
pastime of the Thessalians. It is argued that tauroka- 
thapsia is the direct ancestor of American "steer- 
wrestling" practiced in our western rodeos and _ trans- 
mitted by the Spanish to America.(1)

Coinage from 400-321 BC 

At the end of the fifth century BC the federal type is 
replaced by a head of the nymph Larissa, first in pro- 
file, and then facing while the riderless horse with 
trailing bridle is usually retained for the reverse. The 
exception to this is when the "Thessalos wrestling the 
bull" type is used as a reverse type which is rare. The 
series of the nymph Larissa in profile is a transitional 
issue between the taurokathapsia and facing head is- 
sues. The facing head issue was to remain the standard 
type of Larissa until the demise of their coinage in 
Cites 52) BC. 


The previously accepted termination date of 344/3 BC 
has been convincingly refuted recently, and the ex- 
ceedingly beautiful didrachm series of the facing head 
of Larissa type has been placed at the end of the series 
(i.e. circa 321 BC) rather than the beginning as previ- 
ously believed.(2) 


A hemidrachm was also issued of this type. A rare 
type depicting Aleuas the Red, three-quarter facing to 
left, and an eagle standing left on a thunderbolt may 
have been issued at about the time of Alexander the 
Great's accession in 336 BC. 


A nominal bronze coinage was issued in Larissa circa 
360-325 BC of mostly stock types similar to those 
previously discussed, and this complimented Larissa's 
silver coinage which has to be considered one of the 
most artistic and beautiful coinages of the Greek city- 
states.

Karly in the coinage of Corinth small change was a rare 
commodity, Money was still a new item to most, and 
small change was not yet a necessity of life, Over the 
years we have had several of these in inventory, None 
have been close to this in quality, An exceptional 
example of this rare coin.

A minature masterpiece of artistic execution, Both heads 
are of noteworthy artistic merit, encompassing a very 
natural and graceful composition, 


ROMAN IMPERATORIAL 


Julius Caesar, 44 BC, Denarius. (4.02 gms.), CAE- 
SAR IMP, laureate bust of Caesar right, star of eight rays 
behind, P SEPVLLIVS MACER, Venus standing left, 
head bowed, holding in extended right hand Victory with 
wreath, in left long sceptre, Crawford 480/5b, Sydenham 
1071, BMC 4165, Toned BF, 


This coin was struck in 44 BC during the final days of 
Julius Caesar's life, P, Sepullius Macer was one of the 


four monetales appointed by Caesar from his household 


and given the title of Aere Argento Auro Flando Feriundo 
(Monetal of Bronze, Silver and Gold), 


44 BC witnessed the birth of the Roman Empire. 
Caesar's early coins displayed his patron deity Venus, 44 
BC saw the end of the Republic. Sometime in late 
January to early February he assumed the title of 
Perpetual Dictator, The Empire was born, 


This specimen is from an old collection with nice dark 
toning, It is unusually well struck for one of these 
issues, and the reverse is nicely centered for a change. 
This piece would grace any set of the twelve Caesars, 
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Masterpieces 


Mark Antony. 32-31 BC. Denarius. (3.60 gms.). ANT 
AVG III VI R T PC, praetorian galley right with a full 
compliment of oarsmen. LEG III, legionary eagle between 
two standards. Crawford 544/15, Sydenham 1215. Toned 
EF. 


This coin was struck by Antony for the use of his fleet, 
particularly for members of the third legion during his 
struggle with Octavian. These denarii are of slightly 
baser metal and can therefore be described as a "money of 
necessity”. Legion III, later under Augustus, served in 
Cyrenaica. 


This galley design is one of the best executed we have 
encountered over the years. Nicely centered and well 
struck. Nice old cabinet toning. 


ROMAN IMPERIAL 


Nero. 54-68 AD. 4 Sestertius. (26.97 gms.). NERO

IMP 
CAES VESP AVG PM COS IIII, laureate bust of 
Vespasian right. VES TA either side of Vesta standing left 
with sceptre and simpulum.

Superb and as struck. 


A magnificent Flavian portrait. Vespasian, proclaimed 
emperor by the troops at Alexandria, restored sanity to 
the empire. He was a just and industrious ruler, who after 
his death, was deified by the Senate for having restored 
the sanity and prosperity of the Roman world.

LIBERALITAS AVG V, Liberalitas standing left, holding 
abacus and cornucopiae.

Liberality, being one of the princely virtues and at the 
same time a most popular quality, was often attested to 
on Roman coins. This reverse attests to the fifth 
“liberality” of Geta, when he publicly distributed money 
and provisions to the public. 


Nicely executed portrait and a magnificent state of 
preservation. 


Julia Mamaea, mother of Severus Alexander. Assas- 
sinated 235 AD. Denarius. (2.90 gms.). IVLIA MA 
MAEA AVG, draped bust right wearing stephane, full 
border of dots around. FELICITAS PVBLICA, Felicity 
standing head left with legs crossed, leaning left elbow on 
a column, holding caduceus transversely. RIC 335. 
Superb and as struck. 


Julia was the mother of Severus Alexander, and the real 
power behind the throne; she was also the sister of Julia 
Domana. 


Felicity's image occurs on coins during almost all 
imperial reigns. The Senate professed to wish that all 
members of the imperial family should consider it their 
duty to promote public happiness. 


MEDIEVAL ENGLAND 


Richard III. 1483-1485. Groat. (3.12 gms.). "Boar's 
head" RICARD DI GRA REX ANGLI Z FRANC, 
crowned bust facing within a tressure of arches. POSVI

returned from exile and Richard was slain at the battle of 
Bosworth. 


The mint mark Boar's Head was Richard's emblem.

COLLECTING ROMAN COINS - 
The Key to Identifying, Pricing 
& Building a Valuable Collec- 
tion by Michael J. Kiely & David Van 
Meter. (Laurion Publishing, 1989, Cardcov- 
ers, 74 pages, 4 plates, $14.95) 


This new introductory guide is de- 
signed to help the neophyte begin a 
collection of Roman Imperial coins. 
Several chapters will benefit both the 
beginning and slightly more advanced 
collector with prudent information 
not available in other "introductory" 
Tererences. 


Subdivided into four major sections 
titled The Story of Roman Imperial 
Coinage, Building a Collection of Ro- 
man Coins, Identifying Roman Coins, 
and Valuing Roman Coins; each sec- 
tion treats its subject matter in a 
clear, concise method that makes for a 
truly "user-friendly" introduction to 
the fascinating world of collecting an- 
cient Roman coins. 


The last section is probably the most 
valuable in terms of useful informa- 
tion to the new collector. Particular 
note should be made of the subsection

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Nemesis as Portrayed on Roman-Egyptian 
Coinage

Representations of gods and goddesses, both in their 
human and animal forms (sometimes mythical ani- 
mals), are a common occurrence as standard reverse 
types on Roman-Egyptian coinage. These gods and god- 
desses can be either Greek, Roman, Egyptian or a com- 
bination thereof as they appear on Roman-Egyptian 
coinage. These types, many quite common, are all ade- 
quately described and referenced in the many cata- 
logues serving the collector and scholar of this coin- 
age with one notable exception that I recently became 
aware of. 


This past summer, while visiting the Walters Art Mu- 
seum in Baltimore and specifically a special exhibi- 
tion titled "Beyond The Pharaohs - Coptic Egypt From 
2nd to 7th Centuries AD," I was admiring a small 
piece of stone sculpture depicting the Greek goddess, 
Nemesis, in her mythological animal form of a griffin. 
The differentiating factor between the identification 
of this sculpture as Nemesis and not just the mytho- 
logical creature, Griffin, is the use of a wheel (of 
fate). The sculpture of the griffin depicted it with a 
forepaw raised and resting on the wheel. 


Nemesis was "the post-Homeric personification of the 
moral indignation felt at all derangements of the nat- 
ural equilibrium of things, whether by extraordinari- 
ly good fortune or by the arrogance usually attendant 
thereon." She was the goddess of "Apportionment" of 
which her function was to exact righteous retribution. 
The exhibition catalogue from the Walters also ex- 
plained that "like Anubis, Nemesis served as a guide 
to the underworld." She is usually represented in the 
form of a draped female figure, her most regular at- 
tributes being a bridle or a wheel of fate. She is also 
often accompanied by griffins hence this became her 
animal form. 


A type very similar to the piece of sculpture de- 
scribed above is encountered quite frequently for 
many emperors and their consorts on the Roman- 
Egyptian coinage. In The Coinage of Roman Egypt: A 
Survey by Col. James W. Curtis (ANA, 1956 reprint 
from The Numismatist) Col. Curtis states in Chapter 
VII on zoological types that: 

"The next two types are of griffins, which seem to 
have had a greater reiigious significance at Alex- 
andria than has_ generally been supposed. Intro- 
duced first by Nero, they are commonly encoun- 
tered on the bronze coinage thereafter, persisting 
till the final bronze issued under Claudius II. It 
is quite interesting to note that bronze drachmas 
of Hadrian went so far as to depict a griffin tem- 
ple." 

Col. Curtis does not equate Nemesis with the griffin 
nor do any of the other major catalogues on Roman- 
Egyptian coinage to the best of my knowledge. This in- 
cludes: Dattari, Milne, Geissen, SNG Copenhagen, Brit- 
ish Museum, Frankfurt and several more specialized 
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references. 


The only reference that I could find that does equate 
the griffin with Nemesis on Roman-Egyptian coinage is 
Coins And Their Cities by Martin J. Price and 
Bluma Trell. In reference to the griffin temple type 

(Dattari-1968) noted by Col. Curtis, Price and Trell 
make note of this type in their index of architectural 
types as follows: #842 Temple (2) Nemesis (grif- 
fin) Barrel Vault? Fig.494. 


This griffin temple type or "Temple of Nemesis" 
points to the fact that the griffin was more than a sim- 
ple mythological animal on Roman-Egyptian coinage, 
and with the exception of Price and Trell's brief ref- 
erence, I cannot find any other mention of Nemesis in 
her griffin form on Roman-Egyptian coinage. Previous 
authors have seemed content to label the type as a 
griffin and to group it with other "zoological" types. 
Hopefully, this oversight has now been corrected!
